Anwar Brett meets the dashing Dominic Cooper, 
the south east London native who has just taken 
the world by storm in The Devils' Double

LOCAL LIFE 


D ominic Cooper gives every 

impression he is as surprised, and 
delighted, by his burgeoning film 
career as anyone. He's clearly talented. An 
actor at the centre of such a critical success 
as Alan Bennett's The History Boys could not 
fail to be, and Cooper was with the award¬ 
winning National Theatre production from 
the outset and continued in the role of the 
brash, seductive Dakin through several 
successful tours around the world. 

After starring in the 2006 film version, 
Cooper continued his screen career with 
an even bigger global phenomenon, 

Mamma Mia!, which brought him to 
a wider audience still. 

Others have followed, from The Duchess 
and Tamara Drewe to recent hits Captain 
America and The Devil's Double, all signs 
that the 33-year-old Greenwich native is fast 
becoming recognised far beyond the south 
east London streets he called home through 



London to see him. I grabbed his computer 
off him and did some Google searches and 
didn't find one image of myself with foppish 
hair. So he was right, and I was wrong. 

I left and didn't get the part." 

Tenacity, of course, doesn't hurt when 
you're building a career in the film business. 
Add that to the experience he gains moving 
from a project like The Devil's Double in 
which he plays two of the lead roles, to 
Captain America where he is a supporting 
player - albeit an important one, Howard 
Stark would become Iron Man's dad - and 
you get a sense of why Cooper is where 
he is today. 

"The Devil's Double was the most 
exhilarating experience I've ever had 
on a film set because I was so much part 
of the mechanics of it. I enjoyed talking 
through the complexities and the 
technicality of it, I was obsessed with 
how we were going to make it work. 



translated - of Saddam Hussein's psychotic 
son Uday required him to play two 
characters in one film. 

"I auditioned for that," he explains. 

"The script had been around for a while. 
People had told me about it, and then 
it kept going away. There was something 
about this particular script that I couldn't 
stop thinking about, and I didn't stop 
thinking about the opportunity for an actor. 
I couldn't believe there were these two 
completely different roles in one film. 

"And it worked, it just seemed totally 
compelling - that part of the world, that 
story and those men. I remember hearing 
something when I was really young about 
Uday, and someone really seriously saying, 
'we mustn't get rid of Saddam, because 
there's an elder son that will take over, 
and he's much, much worse'." 

It might seem odd that an actor on the 
rise like Dominic Cooper has to audition at 


his formative years. In interviews he regularly 
refers to Greenwich, where he still heads 
to play tennis; Dulwich, where he plays 
for a local footy team when his schedule 
permits; and Camberwell, which he once 
called home. 

If you had told him back then he would 
be able to go to his local multiplex and 
have a choice of Dominic Cooper movies, 
he would scarcely have believed you. 

"Absolutely not," he shrugs, "I was 
hoping for just a line on The Archers 
for the majority of my youth." 

So where, you might ask, did it all go 
right? Good work tends to follow good 
work of course, and Cooper has gradually 
built upon his success with projects that 
have demonstrated his ability to play 
a range of characters. 

The Devil's Double, the story of a poor 
soul coerced into being the double - or 
'bullet catcher' as the name is colourfully 


this point in his career, but he doesn't 
get hung up on such details: "It's good 
to audition," he smiles. "Some meetings 
are more about seeing how you get on with 
the director really, throwing ideas around 
and seeing if you're in the same space 
about what the work should be." 

It doesn't always work out though. 
Stephen Frears, who would direct him 
in the Far from the Madding Crowd-inspired 
Tamara Drewe, turned him down for 
an earlier role purely on his looks. 

"He did. I've spent some time with him 
now and he sort of feels a very different 
person in my head, because I worked with 
him a year after that. But he just didn't like 
the look of me, I was completely wrong. 

I did turn up with a shaved head for a 
foppish character that he wanted in his film, 
and I looked like a thug from his local. 

"But I argued with him. I'd travelled so 
far, I think I'd travelled from Ireland to 


"When you do something like Captain 
America, you feel small within this huge, 
well-oiled machine where everything is 
so precise and so correct. I think it's quite 
difficult for actors to get a hold of what it's 
meant to be. All you can do is your bit, and 
then turn up and hope that people like it." 

As if that isn't enough, Cooper has a key 
role in My Week With Marilyn, a film he shot 
at the same time as Captain America, 
necessitating a commute between Pinewood 
and Shepperton Studios as he alternated 
between a suave industrialist and 
a confidante of Marilyn Monroe. 

These are the challenges for a British 
actor who enjoys a Hollywood career and 
still calls London home. He'll be seen next 
year in a film called Abraham Lincoln 
Vampire Hunter, so it's no wonder Cooper 
has a smile on his face that refuses to break. 
If only he had a part in The Archers too, 
everything would be complete.

Family matters 

Grandparents should know their legal rights, 
says Asha Sumputh of Glazer Delmar Solicitors 


any grandparents today play a vital 
role providing childcare within their 
families. Various charities and 
groups have been working with the all-party 
parliamentary group in recognition of the role 
played by grandparents today in order to 
support the rights of grandparents in families 
when parents separate or divorce. 

Grandparents can be an invaluable source 
of support and are often an important point 
of refuge for children who can sometimes 
feel torn between their parents. They may 
also be called upon to provide childcare for 
a separated parent who is returning to work. 

Frequently families work out their own 
arrangements without having to go through 
the courts, but groups supporting 
grandparents have been campaigning 
for a change in the law so that grandparents 
do not have to go to court to ask permission 
to make an application for contact, as it 
is not always possible to be amicable and 
it is frequently the grandparents who also 
lose out. 

Up to one million grandparents to date 
have experienced the heartbreak of losing 
contact with their grandchildren as a result 
of a relationship breakdown, and paternal 
grandparents in particular have suffered. 

A recent survey revealed that, before 
separation, 55% of grandparents were directly 
involved in looking after their grandchildren, 
but after separation 42% of grandparents 
lost all face-to-face contact. 


The law currently does not give 
grandparents an automatic right to contact 
with their grandchildren but those 
grandparents who want contact with their 
grandchildren can apply to the court for 
permission to make a Contact Order. 

A review of the Family Justice system is 
underway to consider the best way to provide 
greater contact rights to grandparents, 
and the courts are increasingly granting 
grandparents the permission to go ahead 
and start proceedings. 

Grandparents will need to meet certain 


criteria, including their connection with 
the children, and any potential harm from 
disrupting existing contact, such as that 
between the child and the non-resident 
parent. 

The court also has to consider all the 
child’s circumstances and have regard to a 
checklist of matters that includes the child’s 
wishes and feelings and any risk of harm 
there may be to the child. All of this may 


sound a bit vague, but the law in relation 
to children depends on the facts of each 
individual case: no two families are the same 
and there has to be room in the law for 
the courts to recognise this. 

Grandparents play a very important 
role in their grandchildren’s lives and so 
it is important that they are not penalised 
as a result of a relationship breaking up, 
especially when it would be in the child’s 
best interests to maintain contact with 
their grandparents.

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Forest Hill artist David Mach RA tells Laura Johnston about his 
biggest and boldest exhibition to date, now on show in Edinburgh 


A dmiring the cinematic, chaotic work 
of art propped against the wall in 
David Mach's Havelock Walk studio, 
one collage looks strangely familiar. 

An assistant, bustling about the huge 
collaged canvasses, stops to explain that 
I'm gazing at a row of houses on Canonbie 
Road, just around the corner in Forest Hill. 

That same collage is now on display at 
Edinburgh City Art Centre, among a series 
of collages and sculptures that form Mach's 
contemporary imaginings of the King James 
Bible. The exhibition, Precious Light, marks 
the 400th anniversary of the Bible and is 
Mach's largest solo show to date. 

The Turner Prize-nominated artist (who

was elected Royal Academician in 1998) 
drew inspiration from landmarks around the 
world to build complex composite pictures 
that combine the familiarity of popular 
culture and biblical themes. The Forest Hill 
collage is titled The Tower of Bable; The 
Agony and The Ecstasy shows a frenzy of 
births, deaths and marriage outside St Paul's 
Cathedral, while in another work animals 
are making their way in pairs towards 
Noah's Ark in Edinburgh. 

"The idea is that the language of the 
bible travelled all over the world and had 
a huge influence," explains Mach as he 
relaxes on the studio's spacious roof-top 
terrace. The 55-year-old Scottish artist 
explains he first considered the project 
10 years ago when a colleague mentioned 
that the King James Bible would be great 
inspiration for a project - but he was 
daunted by its sheer magnitude. 

"I was scared of the project, I didn't know 
if I was going to do it or not," he admits. 

"It was going to be wildly expensive and 
I knew it was going to take years to make." 

About six years ago, however, he started 
gathering materials and work began in 
earnest three years later. Despite the 
subject of the exhibition, the unpretentious 
Scot admits he's "not religious at all, 


actually". But he is fascinated to discover 
how much of the language in the bible 
we still use today. 

Inside his studio in Havelock Walk, where 
he has been for the past seven years, there 
is row upon row of carefully labelled 
drawers housing magazine and book 
clippings that Mach constantly collects to 
create his collages: "I like picking up things 
from magazines because they are common 
to everybody," he says. "I really like the idea 
that we both know the things." 

The Precious Light exhibition covers five 
gallery levels, and features more than 70 
works of art. As well as Mach's monumental 
collages (the first took nine months to 
complete, but he got "considerably faster" 
with each one), there are large-scale 
sculptures, including a 20ft crucifixion made 
from thousands of coat-hangers and match- 
head sculptures depicting Jesus and the 
Devil, which are five times the size of a 
human head. There is also a floor dedicated 
to the history and language of the King 
James Bible with extracts lining the walls. 
Mach enlisted the help of a team of about 
30 assistants for the project. 

The match heads will be set alight during 
a performance by the artist at the exhibition: 
"I have been making these heads for years 


and they burn beautifully. You get a really 
big firework out of it - very violent, very 
spooky, but nothing is destroyed - it's a real 
creative thing. You lose the colour but the 
head is completely in tact and it ages 
dramatically before your very eyes - you get 
various shades of black, white and grey. 

"I think for the devil it's entirely 
appropriate, but I think people are having 
a problem with us burning the Jesus head. 

They see it as an act of destruction. But 
its not, it's quite the opposite." 

Mach likes to create his art in public. 

Take, for example, Out of Order, the 
tumbling telephone boxes in Kingston that 
grace Living South's cover this month. He 
also channels his creative energies into his 
role as drummer of the "raunchy rock" band 
Voyeurz, which performs in south London. 

For the moment, however, he has moved 
his whole studio to Edinburgh City Art 
Centre, where he and his team of assitants 
will make a collage of The Last Supper. E 

"That will be a big piece," he explains. "It ° 
should be a bit of a blockbuster. I'm looking -B - 
forward to getting my teeth into that." ^

Explore the small towns of Umbria and 
the rolling hills of Tuscany on a stylish 
self-drive tour that combines culture 
with authentic cuisine. 

Days 1-3. Begin your Tuscan adventure 
in Pisa to see the famous leaning tower, 
or land in Florence and head straight 
to the Grotta Giusti Natural Spa Resort, 
a stunning 19th century villa. Adventurers 
can then discover the 'eighth wonder of 
the natural world' on a scuba diving trip 
before relaxing in the spa's labyrinthine 
of caves and rock-hewn steam rooms 
named Paradise, Purgatory and Hell.

Each room has its own ornate design and 
four-poster beds. Some also enjoy a private 
garden or terrace with views of the vine- 
covered valley below. It is just a 30-minute 
drive to Florence, Siena and neighbouring 
wine regions from this haven of quiet luxury. 

Villa Le Maschere, Florence 

Once a grand 16th century country house, 
Villa Le Maschere has been painstakingly 
restored to reveal beautiful stuccos and 
frescoes by the Francesco Furini school 
of painting. Based just outside Florence, 
this beautiful villa provides a luxurious base 
for culturally inclined travellers hoping 
to explore the surrounding Chianti region.

W hen cultural commentators cast their 
gaze over 2011 in 20 years time, I can 
confidently predict that it will be The 
Year of The Wedding. Prince William and Catherine 
Middleton's glorious April nuptials got the entire 
globe in a frenzied wedding fever. For months, the 
organisational, ceremonial and sartorial semantics 
of marriage were raked over by the world's media. 
So while you may think you have reached wedding 
advice saturation point, 
now is the time for anyone 
planning a wedding 
to learn from the pros. 

Naturally, the primary 
focus for brides to be has 
to be The Dress. The idea 
of this gown has probably 
been rolling round your 
mind since you were four, 
and as you arrive at your 
princess moment, there are 
a whole number of sartorial 
considerations to weigh up. 

For most other formal 
occasions I would urge you 
to test the waters, push the 
boundaries, and reinterpret 
trends, but this is strictly 
off limits for The Big Day. 

Go classic and you won't 
be wondering what possessed 
you to choose the pink blancmange 
with applique hearts. 

The Kate Effect has brought about one major 
style revolution in bridal wear - the sleeve. Sarah 
Burton at McQueen was bang on the money with 
the hint of princess in the full skirt, a nod to the 
past with a padded hip, a sense of occasion with 
the structured train, but the lace that enveloped 
Kate's shoulders and arms brought feminine 
dignity to a dress that needed to outshine 
Westminster Abbey. In Europe, some churches 


won't allow you to marry without covered arms. 

Having a separate dress for the evening can 
stretch budgets, not forgetting that this should 
be a one-wear garment and you want to wear it 
for as long as possible. I suggest a lace or gauze 
sleeved bolero or jacket that looks integral to the 
dress, but can be removed for dancing. If you are 
not getting married in a church, your options 
become wider, though not 
necessarily simpler. Again, 

I would advise clean lines, a 
focus on shape, and wonderful 
fabric. A train would look out 
of place, but a fishtail or 
a kick at the hip would not. 
Avoid themes. Vegas is many 
things, but chic it is not. 

The veil is a touchy 
subject. Too much? Not 
modern? My opinion is that 
it adds mystery to the dress, 
and we love a big reveal at 
the altar. Play with layering 
and edging - the veil is 
there to be both 
ceremonial and flattering - 
it must hang right, so try it 
on in different ways. If you 
can't get your hands on 
a real tiara, flowers are 
beautifully romantic, and a well- 
placed brooch in the hair looks just as good. 
Diamonds are always fabulous, but pearls 
are always flattering. If you have any form of 
embellishment on your dress, make sure jewellery 
is minimal, and I would keep the neck bare. 

Keep it simple, keep it classic, and put the 
bridezilla tendencies on ice. Leave the diva for 
dressing for the Oscars, and stay true to yourself. 
Above all, enjoy the experience, and make that 
four-year-old princess bride inside of you proud. 
When my day comes, that's just what I'll be doing.

On the secrets of a successful wedding breakfast 


A s wedding feasts go, Camacho's takes 

some beating. Seen through the hungry, 
and ecstatic, eyes of Sancho Panza in 
Cervantes' Don Quixote, this is betrothal 
banqueting on the grandest of scales. There's a 
vast ox, 'spitted on a whole elm tree', its belly filled 
with a dozen suckling pigs. And six stew pots, 

'each fit to hold the contents of a slaughter-house' 
that 'swallowed up whole sheep and hid 
them away in their insides 
without showing any more 
sign of them than if they 
were pigeons.' This was 
one hell of a feast, albeit 
fictional. Real life, though, 
can be more fantastical. 

Because the wedding 
feast has always been about 
excess, if you were rich, that 
is. The poor, as ever, made 
do on whatever modest 
victuals their budget 
allowed. Tales of aristocratic 
medieval weddings, with 
great platters of roast 
peacock, quail, turtledoves 
and goose, abound. Haunches 
of venison took centre stage, 
surrounded by dates and 
pistachio nuts, exotic as they 
were expensive. 

But if feasts from the past seem extravagant, 
they're no more elaborate than today's 
ostentatious displays. I've heard tales of Indian 
weddings held for 5,000 lasting a week, with food 
from across the globe: Chinese noodles, Russian 
caviar, French patisserie, Japanese sashimi, even 
Mongolian hotpots - on the first night. 

But for most people, wedding food is about 
common sense rather than one-upmanship. Fillet 
steak and raspberry souffle for 500 might seem 
rather deluxe on paper, but downright impossible 


in practice. You need dishes that can be easily 
prepared for the masses, and taste good too. I've 
lost count of the number of weddings where I've 
had to endure some dreary, desiccated piece of 
chicken breast, lolling on a bed of this or that. 

It's worse than airline food, pretentious and drab. 

The problem lies in trying to be too clever. 

If you want exquisite cuisine, go off for dinner 
at The Square, The Ledbury 
or Marcus Wareing at The 
Berkeley. That sort of food just 
won't work at a big bash. Take 
the recent royal wedding. 
Scottish salmon and 
langoustines, with Dorset 
crab, to start. Then Scottish 
lamb with asparagus and 
Jersey Royal potatoes. Honey 
ice cream and proper sherry 
trifle brought up the rear. 
Simple, seasonal and 
resolutely British. 

Most of my favourite 
wedding lunches have 
shared this fundamental 
simplicity. I've feasted 
upon whole fillet of beef, 
carved on a huge wooden 
board by a designated 
guest on each table. And 
boiled lobster with chips, served from great bowls 
for all to share. Proper bangers and mash never 
fails to delight, and works well with big numbers. 

For my wedding, we went simpler still. 
Shepherd's pie, one big dish per table, and peas. 
Then ice cream, a wedding present from the great 
Giorgio Locatelli. This was rich food, ballast for all 
that booze, and easy to prepare on a large scale. 

Remember a wedding is a celebration. This is 
not the time for tuilles and tians, empty frills or 
fripperies. It's about simplicity, and pure gustatory 
joy. This is a feast, after all, not a funeral.

Drink and be merry! 

Down under drinking 

W hile the nights draw in and we cosy up in slippers, 

the Aussies get to crack open their sun-kissed offerings 
with a barbie. Jealous? Don't be. The next best thing 
to sun worship down under is to nick their stuff! 

Australia's First Families of Wine is a cooperative bringing 
together 12 family-run wineries which, combined, have 
1,200 years of winemaking experience. Peruse the website 
(australiasfirstfamiliesofwine.com.au) for a great selection of wines 
representing 16 Australian regions across four states. 

Kicking off with a wine of real pedigree, Wakefield Estate is 
Australia's leading family-owned winery. The Cabernet Sauvignon 
2008 (£9.99 at Majestic) has been matured in French oak, giving 
a yummy hint of dark choc. The stunning whiff of cassis on the nose 
cracks through a satisfying rich texture with a subtle smoky finish 
- and that's after a celebration of blackcurrant and mulberry on the 
tongue. It keeps for up to 10 years, but I bet it won't last the night! 

And now to some cool chic white - a Henschke Tilly's Vineyard 
Dry White 2007 (£14.25 from Surrey-based slurp.co.uk). This blend 
of Semilion, sauvignon and chardonnay is named after 'Great Aunt 
Otterly'. She must have been some fruity lady because we've got 
citrus, a grassy zing on the nose with lemon, grapefruit and a hint 
of flint. A handy off-dry tangy classy white to go with salmon. 

Now for a Howard Park Chardonnay 2007 (also from slurp.co.uk, 
priced £16.30). This is a bit bready (in a good way) giving this 
sumptuous chardonnay a justified place at a truly classy dinner 
table. Melon, citrus with a smooth finish and a lasting hint 
of cashew. Nice one. 

And since we are in the Southern Hemisphere, trot down 
to Green & Blue Wines for a 
hand-picked South African Snow 
Mountain Merlot Rose (£9.15). 

Crisp, dry with brambly and 
redcurrant notes, it is perfect for 
an autumn aperitif. Quite high 
acidity, in a festive way, and 
handmade, we're told. Five stars. 

So that's our autumn, 

Southern Hemisphere-inspired 
drinking covered. Cheers!

Gardening author and presenter Matthew Wilson 
admires the progress of his newly planted garden 
- and it's all thanks to the wet summer 


I looked at my barbeque the other day. Just looked at it, mind, 
through a rain-smudged window pane, and contemplated how 
little use it has had this year. In fact, I'm pretty sure it hasn't been 
fired up since April... 

So the summer has been a washout, again. But hope springs 
eternal (or something like that) and, on a positive note, it has been 
a pretty good one for plants - especially for newly planted gardens. 
Instead of the scorching sunshine and desiccating wind that is a 
feature of barbeque summers, the regular rainfall and lower light 
levels have ensured new plantings have had a chance to settle in 
and get their roots down into the soil. 

Back in May we moved house and took on a new garden. It's a 
typical urban plot: rectangular, 20 meters long and 5 metres wide, 
no side access, east facing, with a smattering of superannuated 
shrubs. There are also two huge Leylandii conifer trees, planted 
as small shrubs by the

previous owners who 
perhaps hadn't fully 
appreciated their ability 
to grow like triffids. 

I knew we wouldn't 
be able to do much 
gardening this year as 
the building work needed 
to come first, but I was 


determined to get 

something in the ground and, fortunately, our rubbish summer 
has ensured that what went in has done rather well. 

As I write this I am looking out on a fine display of late summer 
colour; a haze of purple in the form of a new, compact Verbena 
bonariensis cultivar called Lollipop along with the tall blue spires 
of Agastache Black Adder, which has the advantage of fabulously 
pungent, liquorice scented foliage. But the brightest stars of my 
new planting are the bright orange-yellow Rudbekia Goldsturm, 
a perennial Black Eyed Susan that shines out of the border like 
a beacon and tolerates London clay and full sun to semi shade. 
They have all the pizzazz and cheery brightness that our summer 
lacked, come rain or occasional shine.
